A WCU LIAR A CCIDENT. 

A flaw Hill nnllsr Kxplo<lpi> wnil Kllli a 
Woman Throo Hundrod FmI Away. 

CiNCmNATl, Aprils.— The boiler at Oeorge 
Crawford's saw mill, on the river below MiU- 
creek bridge, exploded between 0 ami 10 a 
m., killing Mrs. LiExie C. Oraiit, Htaniling in 
an ad joiniiifc shanty boat Tlie lioat itrislf 
was mashed to pieces, although feet dls- 
dant. Mm. ('taut had Just lM>eii out to a 
gr eery on West Sixth street, and had re- 
turned but thme minutes before the ezplnaioB 
took place. The husband who was axleep in 
a bed twelre feet distant, was uninjureil. Th« 
whole boiler went up 900 feet in the air, de- 
scribing a curnt, came down like an ava- 
lanche on the Hlianty boat, rrushiug it to 
pieces. 

Mr. Grant is a brakeman for the Cin<-in- 
nati, Hamilton tt Dayton, and work nights, 
sleeping in the shanty boat diirini; the day. 
When th>« explosion took plac» Orant wan 
fast asleep, but %woke, and had jii-st. got oat 
of bed, when the iron mass came wliistlint; 
down, passing within' eight fot of her hiu»- 
baad, and cutting Mra Uraat literally in 
two. Mi-^ Grant was twenty-one years old, 
and was only married to Orant tlmns yiian*. 
She has no chililren. The coupl<< are living 
with Mrs. Moilie McLean, a widow, whose 
husband was killed on the Big Four about 
fourteen months agix ' 8b» owned the shanty 
boat, but was away washing at the tinw 
the disaster took plaoa At the mill al>out 
four or Ave persons were more or less hurt 
by the explowioa, but none fatally. 

The engineer, Mike McCarthy, escaped 
without the slightest injury. The boilers 
wen old and are said to have l>een unwifa 
O. A. Orant', husband of tlie woman who 
waa killed, was formerly ca^ineer, and aaid 
some time ago that he did not consider the 
boilers safe. Thera an two of them in the 
battery, but only one let go.
